FRIED SCALLOPS. 


MISCONCEPTIONS REGARDING A DELECTABLE DISH 


Surprising Ignorance on the Part of the General Public as 
to the Every-Day Life of a Very Common Shell* 
fish—How Scallops First Came On 
the Market—The Manner 
of Their Capture. 


A ir th** O lath e * . 
After blankets, sofa pillows, draper* 
Irs of all descriptions, winter clothing, 
and in fact all the articles of use and 
wear that have been stored in cam ­ 
phor or moth proofing substances dur­ 
ing the summer are first taken from 
their coverings they should be bv' bung 
in the open air and sunshine for at 
least two days. 
That precaution will 
insure the destruction of any germs 
Clat may have summered iu them. 


S p o n K l n i C lo th . 
('loth for women's wear should al­ 
ways he shrunken before being made 
up. 
This is done to shrink it and to 
make it proof against rainspots. 
To 
shrink cloth spread it out on a long 
table, hut do not open tin' folds of the 
material. Cover it with pieces ot mus­ 
lin made very wet with warm water 
then roll the cloth up, rolling tile wet 
inusl n rn \\ itll it. This will bring all 
the cloth in contact with the wet urns 
lid. Allow this to remain rolled up for 
several hours, or a better way would 
be to do this a. night and leave rolled 
lip until morning, when it is to b 
opened out and pressed on both sides 
of the fold until dry, remembering 
that the right side of the cloth is al­ 
ways inside the fold.-Ladies* Home 
Journal.

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C ses o f th e F lat Iron. 
In making garments, and especially 
dresses, the flat iron must be used 
from start to finish. 
In no other way 
can a satisfactory result be obtained 
in making a cloth, or other nice gown 
Kvery little seam must be opened and 
pressed out. lf you are pressing a skirt 
land skirts need this attention not onlv 
when new, but also during their entire 
existence!, place it right side down over 
« skirt board, smoothing it very evenly 
«p on the boa rd. and laying carefully 
.'my pleats or tucks. 
When the pleats 
Ila vc to be basted into place, use very 
tine thread, as a coarse thread is apt 
to leave its mark in the pressing. Now 
place a chair or stand under the skirt 
lion rd to support the rest of the skirt, 
end this will prevent it from dragging 
the part to be pressed out of place. Let 
the iron be a mod era t cly heavy* one, 
anti. after laying a clean wet cloth over 
tile part to be pressed, press qlo not 
dron) your garment: that is. do not rub 
th e iron up and down and cross wise, 
but, when changing it from place to 
piaec, lift it. Move the iron frequently, 
or it will lea vc the impress of its shape 
upon the cloth. 
Slender irons are re- 
«uiired when pressing waists. 
A seam 
presser may be made of a piece of 
curtain pole. or broom stick. 
It should 
be ten or twelve inches long, rolled 
evenly in flannel and covered with mus­ 
lin, and is a great convenience for 
pressing sleeves.—Ladies’ Home Jour­ 
nal. 


Cr ti rap cis—Mix into a stiff batter one 
egg. one-half teaspoonful each of salt 
smd ag gar, one pint of milk, and one 
smd one half pints of flour with which 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
have been sifted, and bake on top of 
range in greased muffin rings on a hot, 
greased griddle.

eggs well beaten: bake in two layers 
Bm! (Ll with tig filling; chop one pound 
of figs, add one-half cup sugar and one 
cup water, stew* until soft and smooth

ing. 


Spiced Rolls— Dissolve a yeast cake 
in on* cupful of boiling water and 
one half cupful of milk, and add flour 
sis for bread mixture. 
When quite 
light, having set to “rise,” mix in four 
eggs, two-thirds of a cup of sugar, 
one-half cupful of melted butter, a tea­ 
spoonful of salt and sufficient flour to 
knead. 
When light roll into a thin 
•beet, brush with butter, dredge with 
cinnamon, sugar and sprinkle with cur­ 
rants. 
Roll up, cut info rounds and 
bake in a moderately hot oven for 
•bout twenty minutes. 


HRB® men at luncheon In 
a downtown chop house 
were eating fried scallops. 
“ Where do these things 
come from?” asked one. 
“They’re some kind of 
shellfish,” ventured another. 
“Yes. th at’s 
w hat 
they are,” re 
m arkeil the third man. 
“But they’re 
cut into little squares like dice before 
they’re cooked.” 
This conversation revealed that what 
the average person doesn’t know about 
scallops would till a pretty big book 
The only true thing that any of the 
three men said was that scallops are a 
shellfish. 
But they are not cut into 
dice-like squares. The part of a scallop 
tit to eat is round, like the eye of an 
oyster, but it gets its cubic form from 
being tightly packed iu boxes for ship 
meat to market. 
The scallop is a fall and winter deli 
cacy. Like many other good things for 
the New Yorker’s table, it comes from 
Long Island. Fishermen of the Maine 
coast also catch scallops, blit Fulton 
Market dealers say they cannot equal 
the Long Island ones, and so the latter 
are the more popular here. 
T H E HOME OF T U E SCALLOP. 
Peconic Bay, on Long Island, is the 
home of the scallop sold iii New York 
and one town down there. New* Suf­ 
folk. seems to have a monopoly of tile 
scallop-catching industry. 
On Septem­ 
ber I scallop fishing is begun, and the 
baymen keep bani at it as long as the 
bay isn t closed by ice. 
So far this 
season does not give promise of a plen­ 
tiful supply of scallops. 
As a conse­ 
quence tit is shellfish is quite high now. 
the market price being about $4.50 
gallon. In an average season the price 
ranges from $1 to $2. 
Scallops were first discovered in r e 
conic Bay about fifty years ago in 
1857, to be exact. One day in the late 
fall of that year a schooner from Nor 
walk. Conn., was seen sailing around 
off New Suffolk. 
The natives noticed 
she seemed to be dredging for some­ 
thing. 
A party of them, headed by 
Captain George I. Tuthill, a retired 
whaler, who died a few years ago, 
went out to the schooner and saw she 
was load et I with what they thought 
at first were clams, but which proved 
to be scallops. The sub-circular, ribbed 
shell of the scallop was new to them. 
The Connecticut 
schooner’s captain 
told the Long Island men that he was 
going to take his catch ba*‘k home and 
scil it there. 
Scallops had been found 
in Connecticut waters some time pre­ 
vious to this Yankee’s visit to Peconic 
Bay. But he w asn’t satisfied to be one 
among many at home, and so lie set out 
on a prospecting voyage, as it were 
finally locating an extensive bed of 
scallops in Recon ic Bay, off New Suf­ 
folk. 
Captain Tuthill and his brother. 
a one time whaler like himself, some 
days 
later 
rigged 
up a couple of 
dredges such as the Norwalk skipper 
had used. 
Then they set out scallop- 
fishing. 
They made a fair catch, and. 
as the Yankee sailor hail shown them 
how to open the scallops and take out 
the edible part, they determined to ship 
box to a commission merchant at 
I’ niton Market. ’I ii*' scallops, however, 
failed to make a Lit there on their first 
appearance, and in a week Captain 
'I iitIiill was informed by the commis­ 
sion merchant that his shipment had 
spoiled. 
Ile was advised, though, to 
send some in the shell. 
Ile shipped a 
barrel that way. These were sold, and 
there was a call for others. 
In this 
way New Yorkers became acquainted 
with scallops, liked them, aud cried for 
more. 


T H E RISE OF AN INDUSTRY. 


Thus tho business that has become 
an important industry on the east end 
of Long Island had its start. 
Captain 
TuthiU’s example 
was 
followed by 
other New Suffolk men, and soon doz­ 
ens of the inhabitants of that place 
were shipping opened scallops to Ful­ 
ton Market as fast as they could get 
them ready. 
For a long time scallops 
were to be caught only in the part of 
Peconic Bay off New Suffolk. 
latter 
they were discovered in other sections 
of tho bay, aud scalloping became quite 
an industry all along the bay from 
Riverhead to Greenport. 
But New 
Suffolk always seems to have held the 
lead in this business. 
Nowadays bay­ 
men from many other places come to 
New Suffolk 
every 
fall and winter 
seeking sea Hops. 
The scallops lie on the sandy bottom 
of tlx* bay. 
They are migratory and 
seem to shift around like schools of 
fish. 
Sometimes they are found in 
great betis piled lip one on top of an­ 
other several tiers deep. The baymen 
catch them with a dredge made of a 
large strong net with a five-foot iron 
plate at its mouth. 
The tiredge is a t­ 
tached tit a length of rope, the other 
end of which is fastened to flit' scallop 
boat. 
On Peconic Bay. sailboats are 
used exclusively in scallop fishing, but 
on the Maine coast tile scallop fishers 
have boats propelled by naphtha as 
well as sail. 
Down on Long Island 
the scallop fleet sets sail at daylight. 
Each boat usually has two men. 
The 
boats all make for spots where it is 
known scallops are to be found. 
H av­ 
ing arrived at the scallop bed, dredges 
are thrown out, three on a side. 
The 
dredges sink to the bottom of the bay. 
where the scallops cling. 
As the boat 
sails slowly along, pulling the dredges 
after it, the scallops are scooped into 
the nets. 
Pretty soon dredges are 


J O T 
hauled in, and the baymen find out 
w hat sort of luck they have had. Often 
a dredge may contain nearly a bushel 
of scallops, but there are times too 
when it is full only of seaweed. 
Occasionally the baymen come across 
a scallop bed a mile or more square. 
hen nearly all of them make for It 
at once, and for days their boats with 
dredges out. circle round the place 
from a distance looking like a flock of 
sea gulls. 
When a bayman secures a 
air load of scallops, one part of his 
day’s work is done, and he makes a 
start for home. The earlier a scalloper 
gets home, the sooner his catch is 
opened and packed in boxes for ship­ 
ment to market. At New Suffolk scal­ 
lops are opened in little shacks called 
scallop shops, built along the beach 
Each boatman has his own scallop 
shop, and to it lie carries his catch at 
the end of the day s scalloping 
The 
scallops are 
opened 
afternoons and 
evenings so as to be shipped to market 
on the early morning train of Hie Long 
Island Railroad. 
Opening scallops Is an industry par­ 
ticipated in by men and women, boys 
and girls. 
At one side of the scallop 
shop is a long, high table, at which the 
openers stand or sit on high stools. 
I,, 
front of each opener is a square hole 
cut in the table. 
Under this hole is a 
barrel. 
At the right a wooden box 
stands on the table, while at the left is 
a pile of scallops. The opener takes a 
scallop in the left hand, deftly sep­ 
arates the shells with a knife held in 
the right, and, quick as a wink 
moves tile growth known as th**

Many of the 
openers are so expert that they keep a 
steady stream of scallops flying jute 
the box. 
A bushel or a bushel and a 
half of scallops in the shell yield a gal 
ion when opened. 
Openers tire paid 
twenty cents a gallon for their work 
IN hen scallops are plentiful they do a 
lushing business. 
The girls and worn 
en often make the best openers, and 
their earnings 
frequently 
are 
quite 
large. 
One marrit*d woman at New 
Suffolk last winter made $3 a day. and 
she quit work long enough every day t< 
go home and prepare her husbands 
meals. On Long Island fanners’ wives 
and daughters join tile openers in the 
winter, when there is nothing to bt 
lone in the agricultural line. 
They 
are glad of the opportunity to earn pin 
money, and the baymen in the winter, 
when sea I lops are usually the most 
dentiful, are delighted to secure all 
the openers to be hail. Scallop opening 
s never allowed to become dull work. 
for in every shop visits of musical na­ 
tives are encouraged, with the result 
that banjo, guitar and violin concerts 
are common, especially on dreary win­ 
ter nights. 
Then 
the 
scallop shoj 
stove has a glowing fire, and all hands 
sing lustily. 


FOST OF T U E SH ELLFISH . 


Not a few of the Long Island baymen 
have become quite comfortable catch­ 
ing scallops. 
The prices they get at 
the market 
for their 
catches vary 
greatly. 
Sometimes when there is a 
big supply they receive as low as fifty 
«*ents a gallon. 
The price now, $4 to 
$4.50. is unusually high, but scallops 
re very scarce. 
From $1 to $2 is a 
air average price. 
Out of this the 
scalloper must pay for opening and 
tipping his catch, as Avell as a com­ 
mission to tile merchant who handles 
the scallops in the market. 
Early winter is usually the busiest 
period of the scallop season. 
Then 
many Long Island baymen have been 
known to clear, for a time, as high as 
VO to $100 a day. One man out of his 
earnings last year taught a boat for 
Bl St h>. 
He and others Avho were equal­ 
ly successful had to work early and 
late. 
But the Peconic Bay scallopers 
re pretty husky chaps, and they have 
no inclination to avoid strenuous labor, 
"n very rough weather the daring and 
lever seamen among them get a good 
hance to reap a harvest, for then the 
timid souls stay ashore. 
As a result, 
the baymen who venture out have a 
monopoly of scalloping for the time be­ 
ing, and they are able to make larger 
shipments to market than usual. 
There seems to be a steady demand 
for Peconic Bay scallops. 
Although 
omparatively few* restaurant patrons 
know ju st what they are and where 
they come from, tills ignorance does 
not make them relish tin* dainty shell­ 
fish any the less. 
Ordinarily, scallops 
are served fried, with a slice or two 
ot bacon. If cooked shortly after being 
caught and opened, they have ti de­ 
licious flavor. 
But tiler** are tricks in 
the scallop trade, tis in every other 
Sometimes either a bayman or a m ar­ 
ket man soaks scallops in w ater in 
order to make them swell so that an 
ordinary gallon of them will yield *i 
gallon and a half. 
This process de­ 
prives the scallop of the flavor that is 
all its own. 
Not many city lovers of 
Hie shellfish, however, notice the differ­ 
ence. But any one av ho has eaten scal­ 
lops as they are cooked in tin* scal­ 
loping towns on Peconic Bay, readily 
detects the trick.-N ew York Evening 
Post.

time to come this will give place to 
specialization in the directions which 
I have mentioned. 
‘‘I do not see any objection to daily 
noAvspapers. like the Times here, run 
nlng large lending libraries. 
Perhaps 
in the distant future tin* new spaper 
will supply the public not only Avith 
new s, but with everything else that 
it w an ts.” 
Twelve 
months 
agr* 
Sir 
Alfred 
Harms wort Ii, the multi-millionaire of 
English journalism, contributed an ar 
tid e in the World on “ How to Achieve 
Business Success.” 
He then owned 
thirty-three publications. 
Since then 
they have nearly doubled in num ber 
During this twelve months also the 
English public bas been rather startled 
to 
find that In addition to 
starting 
many fresh publications of the popular 
kind with which his name is associated. 
lie has turned his attention to old- 
established papers, some of them pos­ 
sessing more prestige than circulation. 
Latterly it has been ru m o red -and 
some definite statements have been 
made to that effect in Now York and 
in 
London—that Sir Alfred 
Harms- 
worth has been completing arrange­ 
ments for duplicating his London en­ 
terprises in New York. On being asked 
by the World correspondent if these 
statem ents 
were 
true, 
Sir 
Alfred 
Harm sw orth replied: 
‘T h ey are absolutely untrue. 
I have 
not the slightest Intention of building 
up 
any establishment in 
the States. 
I have arranged for the publication of 
the ‘Self-Educator’ 
there 
because a 
spontaneous demand arose for it. That 
is all. 
lf I were foolish enough to 
think of catering to the American 
public I should have just as much 
chance as an American would have in 
catering to the English public if lo* 
came over to London. 
I shall be glad 
if you will give the statement that I 
Intend to try my hand in the American 
periodical m arket the most absolute 
contradiction. 
“ Nor have I any intention of devel­ 
oping a Sunday newspaper on the lines 
of Hie Sunday editions of the big New 
\ ork dallies. There never will bi* any 
demand for such a paper in London. 
I lier** is a great difference in th** re­ 
quirements of the British and Amer­ 
ican public, and the journalistic sup­ 
ply runs on different lines altogether. 
The British public is accustomed to 
getting all it Avants in the way of 
stories ami illustrations in our weekly 
periodicals, for which there is prac­ 
tically no equivalent in the States. 
Consequently the Sunday editions of 
the big American dailies supply this 
Avant by delivering a composite pub­ 
lication, including humorous pictures, 
made up in sections. 
“ With regard 
to Illustrations, my 
experience of tile daily newspaper is 
th at it should either 
be fully illus­ 
trated or not illustrated at all. Conse­ 
quently til** Daily Mail is reducing its 
illustrations to the vanishing point, 
while w e are increasing their number 
in the Daily Mirror. 
The public de­ 
mand is that the newspaper shall be 
one thing or tile other. The same thing 
applies in the States. 
That there is a 
large public growing up which prefers 
solid reading m atter to a combination 
of letter-press 
and 
illustrations is 
show’ii by the growing num ber of ‘all­ 
reading magazines’now being produced 
on both sides of the Atlantic.” 
“ It is suggested that the extent and 
variety of your business, its all-em­ 
bracing character, is bringing your op­ 
erations more or less into line with the 
American trusts.” 
“There seems to me to be no reason 
for th at suggestion. 
The distinctive 
features of trusts which is so much 
disliked is the squeezing out by any 
sort of means of sill other competitors. 
and so obtaining a monopoly. Nothing 
of the kind takes place Avith my busi­ 
ness. 
In fact, our own success in 
various directions has enabled others 
to obtain success 
on 
similar lines. 
There cannot bi* anything to deplore in 
the growth and expansion of ti business 
which succeeds on tile basis of fair 
competition. 
"I confess, however, that It is one 
of my ambitions, which I commend to 
my energetic friends in the States, to 
make my business self-suflieing and Jo 
m anufacture 
for 
myself everything 
that I re* i ii ire. Hence my purchase of 
land iii Newfoundland, in order that I 
may be able to make my own paper. 
Soon Ave hope to make everything for 
ourselves. 
“ I think the big newspapers of the 
■ear future will find it convenient to 
make simultaneous issues iii various 
parts of the country, just as, apart 
from Hie over seas edition, I have es­ 
tablished the simultaneous publication 
of the Daily Mail in London, Man­ 
chester aud P arti.”—New York World. 


A COUCH 


W hat Causes T h is Ir rita tiv e Sensation la 
th e T hroat. 
A cough was intended by nature as 
a mea us of removing some offending 
substance from the air-passages, and 
as such it is of the greatest protection. 
If the irritation of the mucuous mem­ 
brane of the larynx and bronchial 
tubes, caused by the presence of some 
strange body or of the usual mucous 
secretion in too great quantity, did not 
excite the expulsive aet which Ave call 
coughing, we should be in constant 
danger of suffocation every time we 
had a slight attack of bronchitis or a 
cold In the chest. 
lf a cough were occasioned only in 
this ai ay it Avouhl be a most useful 
measure, aud there would be no more 
need for cough mixtures than for rem­ 
edies to arrest breathing. 
But the hu­ 
man machine sometimes gets out of 
order, like any other mechanism. The 
w ires get crossed, aud a message sent 
from some distant organ, like the liver. 
for example, may get switched over to 
the nerve-centre which regulates the 
complex series of movements produc­ 
ing cough; this centre, receiving a 
stimulus from somewhere, responds as 
if the message came from the larynx, 
and a cough is 
established. 
This 
liver-cough’’ does no good, and the 
sooner it is stopped the better. 
Again, 
the mucous 
membrane of 
some portion of the air-tubes, instead 
of secreting too freely, may become 
dry. 
I he nerve-centre is warned me­ 
chanically that there is something ir­ 
ritating the larynx or bronchial tubes, 
and it starts a cough to get rid of it. 
Ibis cough, too, is useless, aud worse 
than useless, for it serves oui}* to irri­ 
tate still more the inflamed mucous 
membrane. 
Cough may also be excited by abnor­ 
mal conditions1 in the nos* 
gullet, or may occur 
discase of the heart, kidneys or ner­ 
vous system. 
I ii sin h cases, it is the 
endeavor of th** physician to arrest the 
Cough by discovery and removal of the 
cause, if possible, or if this cannot he 
one, by the administration of cough 
remedies. 
in cough due to dryness of the m u­ 
cous membrane of the air-tubes, the 
remedies employed are those that will 
promote a flow of mucous to moisten 
the offending part. 
J his can some­ 
times be accomplished without medi- 
Ine, by inhalation of the vapor rising 
from a pitcher of hot water to which 
i teaspoonful of benzoin has been add­ 
ed. 
I ntil the cause of a cough is 
known the use of powerful cough med- 
eines, most of w’hich contain paregoric 
>r opium in some form, is most iuad- 
\liable.—Youth's Companion.

To 
fhrink cloth spretul it out ou a long 
table, but do not open the folds of the 
material, (.'over it with pieces ot mus- 
lin made very wet with warm water: 
then roll the cloth up, rolling the wet 
muslin in with it. This will bring all 
the cloth in contact with the wet mus- 
lin. Allow this to remain rolled up for 
•evoral hours, or a better way would 
lie to do this a: night and leave rolled 
up until morning, when it is to be 
opened out and pressed ou both sides 
of the fold until dry, remembering 
«hat the right side of the cloth is al- 
ways inside the fold.—Ladies' Home 
journal.

In nuking garments, and especially 


dresses, the flat iron must be iised 
from start to finish. In no other way

In making a cloth, or other nice conn. 
Kvery little seam must be opened and 
pressed out. If you are pressing a skirt 
land skirts need this attention not onlv 
when new, but also during their entire 
existence), place it right side down over 
«i skirt bo.ml. smoothing it very evenly 
*tp on the board, and laying caiWully 
«iny pleats or tucks. When the pleats 
iiave to be basted into place, use very 
lino thread, as a coarse thread Is apt 
1o leave its mark in the pressing. Now 
j)lnce a chair or stand under the skirt 
fcoard to support the rest of the skirt, 
«uid this will prevent it from dragging 
*lie part to be pressed out of place. Let 
the iron be a moderately heavy one, 
«nd, after laying a clean wet cloth over 
*he part to be pressed, press (do not 
,Jron> your garment: that Is. do not rub 
the iron up and down and cross wise, 
t>ut. when changing it from place to 
filacc, lift It. Move the iron frequently, 
or it will leave the Impress of its shape 
«ipon the cloth. Slender irons are re- 
quired when pressing waists. A seam 
J>resser may be made of a piece of 
c-urtain pole, or broom stick. It should 
l>e ten or twelve inches long, rolled 
rvenly in Manuel and cohered with mus- 
lin, and is a great convenience for 
pressing sleeves.—Ladies' Homo Jour- 
nal.

one-half cupful of melted butfer. a tea- 
spoonful of salt nnd sufficient flour to 
knead.

•beet, lirusli with butter, dredge with 
cinnamon, sugar and sprinkle with cur- 
ntnts. 
Roll up, cut into rounds and 


tmke in a moderately hot oven for 
•bout twenty minutes. 


shellfish," ventured another. 


"Yes, that's 
-what they are," re-' 


marked the third, man. "But they're 
cut into little squares like dice before 
they're cooked." 


This conversation revealed that what 


the average person doesn't know about 
scallops would fill a pretty big book. 
The only true thing that any of the 
three men said was that scallops are a 
shellfish. 
But they are not cut Into 


dice-like squares. The part of a scallop 
flt to eat is round, like the eye of an 
oyster, but it gets its cubic form from 
being tightly packed in boxes for ship- 
ment* to market. 


The scallop is a foil and winter deli- 


cacy. Like many other good things for 
the New Yorker's table, it comes from 
Long Island. Fishermen of the Maine 
coast also catch scallops, but Fulton 
Market dealers say they cannot equal 
the Long Island ones, and so the latter 
are the more popular here. 


THE HOME OF THE SCALLOP. 
Peconic Bay, on Long Island, is the 


home of the scallop sold in New York, 
and one town down there, New Suf- 
folk, seems to have a monopoly of the 
scallop-catching Industry. On Septem- 
ber 1 scallop fishing is begun, and the 
bay men keep hard at it as long as the 
bay Isn't closed by ice. So far this 
season does not give promise of a plen- 
tiful supply of scallops. 
As a conse- 


quence this shellfish is quite high now. 
the market price being about $4.50 a 
gallon. In an average season the price 
ranges from $1 to $2. 


Scallops were first discovered in Pe- 


conle Bay about fifty years ago—in 
18T>7, to be exact. One day In the late 
fall of that year a schooner from Nor- 
walk. Conn., was seen sailing around 
off New Suffolk. The natives noticed 
she seemed to be dredging for some- 
thing. 
A party of them, headed by 


Captain George I. Tuthlll, a retired 
whaler, who died a few years ago, 
went out to the schooner and saw she 
was loaded with what they thought 
at first were clams, but which proved 
to be scallops. The sub-circular, ribbed 
shell of the scallop was new to them. 
The Connecticut schooner's captain 
told the Long Island men that he was 
going to take his catch buck home and 
sell It there. Scallops had been found 
iu Connecticut waters some time pre- 
vious to this Yankee's visit to Peconic 
Bay. But he wasn't satisfied to be one 
among many at home, and so he set out 
on a prospecting voyage, as it were 
finally locating an extensive bed of 
scallops in Peconic Bay, off New Suf- 
folk. Captain Tuthlll and his brother, 
a one-time whaler like himself, some 
days 
later rigged 
up a couple of 


dredges such as the Norwalk skipper 
had used. Then they set out scallop- 
fishing. They made a fair catch, and. 
as the Yankee sailor bad shown them 
how to open the scallops and take out 
the edible part, they determined to ship 
a box to a commission merchant at 
Fulton Market. The scallops, however, 
failed to make a hit there on their first 
appearance, and in a week Captain 


HRBBJ men at luncheon in i hauled In, and the Daymen find out 


what sort of luck they have had. Often 
a dredge may contain nearly a bushel 
of scallops, but there are times, too. 
when It is full only of seaweed. 


Occasionally the baymen come across 


« scallop bed a mile or more square. 
Then nearly all of them make for it 
at once, and-for days their boats, with 
dredges out. circle round the place, 
from a distance looking like a flocto of 
sea gulls. When a baymau secures a 
fair load of scallops, one part of his 
day's work is done, and he makes a 
start for home. The earlier a scalloper 
gets home, the sooner his catch is 
opened and packed in boxes for ship- 
ment to market. At New Suffolk scal- 
lops are opened in little shacks called 
scallop shops, built along the beach. 
Each boatman has his own scallop 
shop, and'to it he carries his catch at 
the end of the day's scalloping. 
The 


scallops are 
opened 
afternoons nnd 


evenings so as to be shipped to market 
on the early morning train, of the Long 
Island Railroad. 


Opening scallops is an industry par- 


ticipated in by men and women, boys 
and girls. At one side of the scallop 
shop is a long, high table, at which the 
openers stand or sit on high stools. In 
front of each opener Is a square hole, 
cut in the table. Under this hole is a 
barrel. 
At the right n wooden box 


stands on the table, while at the left is 
a pile of scallops. The opener takes a 
scallop in the left hand, deftly sep- 
arates the shells with a knife held in 
the right, nnd. quick as a wink, re- 
moves the growth known as the rim 
around the white, meaty, eatable part. 
This latter Is flipped Into the wooden 
box at the opener's right. The shells 
are dropped through the hole in the 
table into the barrel. 
Many of the 


openers are so expert that they keep a 
steady stream of scallops flying into 
the box. A bushel or a bushel and a 
half of scallops in the shell yield a gal. 
Ion when opened. 
Openers are paid 


twenty cents n gallon for their work. 
When scallops are plentiful they do a 
rushing business. The girls and wom- 
en often make the best openers, and 
their earnings frequently are 
quite 


large. 
One married woman at New 


Suffolk last winter made $3 a day, and 
she quit work long enough every day to 
go home and prepare her husband's 
meals. On Long Island farmers' wives 
and daughters Join the openers in the 
winter, when there is nothing to be 
done in the agricultural line. 
They 


are glad of the opportunity to earn pin 
money, nnd the baymen In the winter, 
when scallops are usually the most 
plentiful, are delighted to secure all 
the openers to be had. Scallop opening 
is never allowed to become dull work, 
for in every shop visits of musical na- 
tives are encouraged, with the result 
that banjo, guitar and violin concerts 
are common, especially on dreary win- 
ter nights. Then 
the 
scallop shop 


stove has a glowing fire, and all hands 
sing lustily. 


COST OF THE SHELLFISH. 


Not a few of the Long Island baymen 


have become quite comfortable catch- 
ing scallops. The prices they got at 
the market 
for their 
catches vary 


greatly. 
Sometimes when there is a 


big supply they receive as low as fifty 
cents a gallon. The price now. $4 to 
$4.50, la unusually high, but scallops 
are very scarce. 
From $1 to $2 is a 


fair average price. 
Out of this the 


scalloper must pay for opening and 
shipping his catch, as well as a com- 
mission to the merchant who handles 
the scallops in the market. 


Early winter is usually the busiest 


period of the scallop season. 
Then 


many Long Island baymen have been 
known to clear, for a time, as high as 
$50 to $100 a day. One man out of his 
earnings last year bought a boat for 
$1800. He and others who were equal- 
ly successful had to work early and 
late. But the Peeonle Bay scallopers 
are pretty husky chaps, and th?y have 
no inclination to avoid strenuou« labor. 
In very rough weather the daring and 
clever seamen among them get a good 
chance to reap a harvest, for then the 
timid souls stay ashore. As n result, 
the baymen who venture out have a 
monopoly of scalloping for the time be- 
ing, nnd they are able to make larger 
shipments to market than usual. 


There seems to be a steady demand 


for Peconic Bay scallops. 
Although 


comparatively few restaurant patrons 
know Just what they are and where 
they come from, this Ignorance does 
not make them relish the dainty shell- 
fish any the less. Ordinarily, scallops 
are served fried, with n slice or two 
of bacon. If cooked shortly after being 
caught and opened, they have a de- 
licious flavor. But there are tricks in 
tho scallop trade, as in every other. 
Sometimes either a baymnn or a mar- 
ket man soaks scallops In Avater in 
order to make them swell so that an 
ordinary gallon of them will yield a 
gallon and a half. This process de- 
prives the scallop of the flavor that is 
all its own. Not many city lovers of 
the shellflsh, however, notice the differ- 
ence. But any one who has eaten scal- 
lops as they are cooked in the scal- 
loping towns on Peconic Bay, readily 
detects the trick.—New York Evening 
Post. 


Tuthill was informed by the commis- 
sion merchant that his shipment had 
spoiled. 
He was advised, though, to 


send some in the shell. He shipped a 
barrel that way. These were sold, and 
there was a call for others. 
In this 


way New Yorkers became acquainted 
with scallops, liked them, and cried for 
more. 


THE RISE OF AN INDUSTRY. 
Thus the business that has become 


an important industry on the east end 
of Long Island had its start. Captain 
Tuthill's example was 
followed by 


other New Suffolk men, and soon doz- 
ens of the inhabitants of that place 
were shipping opened scallops to Ful- 
ton Market as fast as they could get 
them ready. For a long time scallops 
were to be caught only in the part of 
Peconic Bay off New Suffolk. 
Later 


they were discovered in other sections 
of the bay, and scalloping became quite 
an Industry all along the bay from 
Riverhead to Greenport. 
But New 


Suffolk always seems to have held the 
lead In this business. Nowadays bay- 
men from many other places come to 
New Suffolk 
every 
fall and winter 


seeking scallops. 


The scallops lie on the sandy bottom 


of the bay. They are migratory and 
seem to shift around like schools of 
fish. 
Sometimes they are found in 


great beds piled up one on top of an- 
other several tiers deep. The baymen 
catch them with a dredge made of a 
large strong net with a flve-foot iron 
plate at its mouth. The dredge is at- 
tached to a length of rope, the other 
end of which Is fastened to the scallop 
boat. On Peconic Bay. sailboats are 
used exclusively in scallop fishing, but 
on the Maine coast the scallop fishers 
have boats propelled by naphtha as 
well as sail. Down on Long Island 
the scallop fleet sets sail at daylight. 
Each boat usually has two men. The 
boats all make for spots where it Is 
known scallops nre to be found. Hav- 
ing arrived at the scallop bed, dredges 
are thrown out, three on a side. The 
dredges sink to the bottom of the bay, 
where the scallops cling. As the boat 
sails slowly along, pulling the dredges 
nfter It, the scallops are scooped into 
the nets. 
Prettv soon dredges are 


"It la very probable that the dally

ground, very much like one another in 
their supply of news, and not n few of 
them losing a great deal of money. In 
time to come this will give place to 
specialization in the directions which 
I have mentioned. 


"I do not see any objection to daily 


newspapers, like the Times here, run' 
Ding large lending libraries. 
Perhaps 


in the distant future the newspaper 
will supply the public not only with 
news, but with everything else that 
it wants." 


Twelve months 
ago 
Sir 
Alfred 


Harmswortb, the multi-millionaire of 
English Journalism, contributed an ar- 
ticle in the World on "How to Achieve 
Business Success." 
He then owned 


thirty-three publications. 
Since then 


they have nearly doubled In number. 
During this twelve months also the 
English public has been rather startled 
to find that In addition to starting 
many fresh publications of the popular 
kind with which his name is associated, 
he has turned his attention to old- 
established papers, some of them pos- 
sessing more prestige than circulation. 


Latterly it has been rumored—nnd 


some definite statements have been 
made to that effect in New York and 
In London—that Sir Alfred Harms- 
worth has been completing arqange- 
ments for duplicating his London en- 
terprises In New York. On being asked 
by the World correspondent If these 
statements were 
true, 
Sir 
Alfred 


Harmsworth replied: 


"They are absolutely untrue. I have 


not the slightest Intention of building 
up any establishment in the States. 
I have arranged for the publication of 
the 'Self-Educator' 
there 
because a 


spontaneous demand arose for it. That 
is all. If I were foolish enough to 
think of catering to the American 
public I should have just as much 
chance as an American would have In 
catering to the English public if he 
came over to London. I shall be glad 
if you Avlll give the statement that I 
Intend to try my hand in the American 
periodical market the most absolute 
contradiction. 


"Nor have I any Intention of devel- 


oping a Sunday newspaper on the lines 
of the Sunday editions of the big New 
York dallies. There never will be any 
demand for such a paper in London. 
There is a great difference in the re- 
quirements of the British and Amer- 
ican public, and the Journalistic sup- 
ply runs on different lines altogether. 
The British public Is accustomed to 
getting all it wants in the way of 
stories and illustrations in our weekly 
periodicals, for which there Is prac- 
tically no equivalent in the States. 
Consequently the Sunday editions of 
the big American dailies supply this 
want by delivering a composite pub- 
lication, including humorous pictures, 
made up In sections. 


"With regard to Illustrations, my 


experience of the daily newspaper Is 
that it should either 
be fully illus- 


trated or not illustrated at all. Conse- 
quently the Dally Mail is reducing its 
Illustrations to the vanishing point, 
while we are increasing their number

A cough waa intended by nature at 


a means of removing some offending 
substance from the air-passages, and 
as such it is of the greatest protection. 
If the Irritation of the mucuoua mem- 
brane of the larynx and bronchial 
tubes, caused by the presence of some 
strange body or of the usual mucous 
secretion in too great quantity, did not 
excite the expulsive act which we call 
coughing, we Should be In constant 
danger of suffocation every time we 
bad a slight attack of bronchitis or a 
-cold in the chest. 


If a cough were occasioned only in 


this way It would be u most useful 
measure, and there would be no more 
need for cough mixtures than for rem- 
edies to arrest breathing. But the hu- 
man machine sometimes gets' out of 
order, like any other mechanism. The 
wires get crossed, and a message sent 
from some distant organ, like the liver, 
for example, may get switched over to 
the nerve-centre which regulates the 
complex series of movements produc- 
ing cough; this centre, receiving a 
stimulus from somewhere, responds as 
if thb message came from the larynx, 
and a cough is established. 
This 


"liver-cough" does no good, and the 
sooner it is stopped the better. 


Again, the mucous membrane of 


some- portion of the air-tubes, instead 
of secreting too freely, may become 
dry. The nerve-centre is warned me- 
chanically that there Is something Ir- 
ritating the larynx or bronchial tubes, 
and it starts a cough to get rid of it. 
This cough, too, is useless, and worse 
than useless, for it serves only to irri- 
tate still more the inflamed mucous 
membrane. 


Cough may also be excited by abnor- 


mal conditions' in the nose, ears or 
gullet, or may occur us u symptom of 
disease of the heart, kidneys or ner- 
vous system. In such cases, it is the 
endeavor of the physician to arrest the 
cough by discovery and removal of the 
cause, if possible, or if this cannot be 
done, by the administration of cough 
remedies. 


In cough due to dryness of the mu- 


cous membrane of the air-tubes, the 
remedies employed are those that will 
promote a flow of mucous to moisten 
the offending part. 
This can some- 


times be accomplished without medi- 
cine, by inhalation of the vapor rising 
from a pitcher of hot water to which 
a tcaspoonful of benzoin has been add- 
ed. 
Until the cause of a cough is 


Known the use of powerful cough med- 
icines, most of which contain paregoric 
or opium li» some form, is most inad- 
visable.—Youth's Companion.

various directions has enabled others 
to obtain success on similar lines. 
There cannot be anything to deplore in 
the growth and expansion of a business 
which succeeds ou the basis of fair 
competition. 


"I confess, however, that It in one 


of my ambitions, which I commend to 
my energetic friends in the States, to 
make my business self-sufficing nnd jto 
manufacture 
for 
myself everything 


that I require. Hence my purchase of 
land in Newfoundland, in order that I 
may be able to make my own paper. 
Soon we hope to make everything for 
ourselves. 


"I think the big newspapers of the 


•car future will find it convenient to 
make simultaneous Issues in various 
parts of the country, Just as, apart 
from -the over-seas edition, I have es- 
tablished the simultaneous publication 
of the Dally Mail in London, Man- 


1 cheater and Paris."—New York World.

HI* Food. 


Although It Is the function of the 


physician to indicate the general na- 
ture of the nourishment to be given 
to his patient, the responsibility for 
the proper feeding of the sick person 
devolves almost entirely on the nurse, 
and on her tact and Judgment the suc- 
cess of the treatment 
will depend. 


Kven when the food Is correctly pre- 
pared, much attention to the manner 
of service Is requisite in order to make 
it tempting to the invalid. 


During illness the things that natur- 


ally stimulate the appetite, such na 
fresh nlr and exercise, are entirely 
lacking, so that every possible means 
must be used to render the idea of 
food as agreeable as possible. 
Chief 


among these is the care of the mouth 
and tongue. 
Unless these are kept 


scrupulously clean by the use of cleans- 
ing lotions, particles of 
fermenting1 


food are retained, nnd give rise to 
much discomfort. 
This is especially 


true of milk, the administration of 
which should always be followed by a 
cleansing of the tongue with some such 
preparation as a mixture of equal parts 
of glycerin, lornon-julce nnd water ap- 
plied with a cotton swab. 


Before bringing in the meal the room 


should have been put iu order as much 
as possible, the patient's hands and 
face sponged off, and the bedclothes 
and pillows freshly arranged. 
The 


tray Itself should be decked with the 
prettiest china, the whitest and fresh- 
est linen and the brightest silver the 
household boasts. Very small portions 
only should be set before a sick per- 
son, for in this way a greater amount 
Is likely to be eaten than if the weak 
appetite is appalled by the sight of 
well-filled plates. 


In giving liquids to persons unable 


to sit up, the head should be raised by 
slipping the hand under the pillow. 
Instead of directly under the head. a» 
in this way the position is less con- 
strained and swallowing is easier. The 
conventional sick-feeders with nozzles 
are usually disliked by patients, and 
in most cases fluids can be taken with- 
out much effort through a bent glass 
tube or from a tumbler only a third 
full. 
Here again the patient should 


not be presented with more than he ia 
likely to drink, as a sick person feels 
n certain satisfaction in completely 
emptying his glass. 


It Is often a difficult question to de> 


clde whether or not to waken a sleep- 
ing patient for food. In most cases it 
Is better to wait, but often a sufferer 
may be roused sufficiently to take a 
few swallows, and yet be able to drop 
off again and sleep all the more sound- 
ly for having received the nourishment. 
—Youth's Companion.

Cloth. 


Cloth for women's wear should al- 


ways be shrunken before being made 
•up. This Is done to shrink it aud to 
nwke it proof against rainspots. To 
shrink cloth spread it out ou a long 
table, but do not open the folds of the 
.material. Cover It with pieces ot mus- 
lin made very wet with warm water: 
then roll the cloth up, rolling the wet 
muslin in with it. This will bring all 
the cloth in contact with the wet mus- 
lin. Allow this to remain rolled up for 
(several hours, or a bettor way would 
lie to do this a; night and leave rolled 
up until morning, when it is to be 
opened out and pressed ou both sides 
of the fold until dry, remembering 
that the right side of the cloth is al- 
ways inside the fold.—Ladies' Home 
journal. 


C*e* of the Flat Iron. 


In making garments, and especially 


dresses, the flat iron must be iised 
froiu start to Mulsh. In no other way 
<\in a satisfactory result be obtained 
In making a cloth, or other nice gown. 
Kvery little seam must be opened and 
|>rrssi\J out. If you are pressing a skirt 
land skirts need this attention not onlv 
when new, but also during their entire 
existence), place it right side down over 
«i skirt bo.ml. smoothing it very evenly 
*p on the- board, and laying care-fully 
«uiy pleats or tucks. When the pleats 
liavo to bf basted Into place, use very 
tino thread, as a coarse thread is apt 
ito leave its mark in the pressing. Now 
J)lncc a chair or stand under the skirt 
*>onrd to support the rest of the skirt, 
«uid this will prevtMit it from dragging 
/•tie part to be pressed out of place. Let 
the iron be a moderately heavy one, 
«nd. after laying a clean wet cloth over 
the part to be pressed, press (do not 
,Jron> your garment: that Is. do not nib 
the iron up and down and cross wise, 
t>ut. when changing it from place to 
rlace, lift It. Move the iron frequently, 
or it will leave the Impress of Us shape 
Sipon tlte c'otji. Slender irons are re- 
quired when pressing waists. A seam 
presser may be made of a piece of 
ftirtuin pole, or broom stick. It should 
l>e ten or twelve inches long, rolled 
rvenly in Manuel and cohered with mus- 
iin, and is i» great convenience for 
pressing sleeves.—Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal.

"Where do these things 


come from?" asked one. 


"They're some kind of 


shellfish," .ventured another. 


"Yes, that's what they ore," re-' 


marked the third, man. 
"But they're 


cut into little squares like dice before 
they're cooked." 


This conversation revealed that what 


the average person doesn't know about 
scallops would fill a pretty big book. 
The only true thing that any of the 
three men said was that scallops are a 
shellfish. 
But they are not cut into 


dice-like squares. The part of a scallop 
tit to eat is round, like the eye of an 
oyster, but It gets Its cubic form from 
being tightly packed in boxes for ship- 
ment" to market. 


The scallop is a fall and winter deli- 


cacy. Like many other good things for 
the New Yorker's table, it comes from 
Long Island. Fishermen of the Maine 
coast also catch scallops, but Fulton 
Market dealers say they cannot equal 
the Long Island ones, and so the latter 
are the more popular here. 


THE HOME OP THE SCALLOP. 
Peeonic Bay, on Long Island, is the 


borne of the scnllop sold in New York, 
anil one town down there, New Suf- 
folk, seems to have a monopoly of the 
scallop-catching industry. On Septem- 
ber 1 scnllop fishing is begun, and tbe 
hay men keep hard at It as long as the 
bay isn't closed by ice. So far this 
season does not give promise of a plen- 
tiful supply of scallops. 
As a conse- 


quence this shellfish is quite high now. 
tbe market price being about $4.50 a 
gallon. In an average season the price 
ranges from $1 to $2. 


Scallops were first discovered in Pe- 


conle Bay about 
18T>7, to be exact. 


luck they have had. Often 
a dredge may contain nearly a bushel 
of scallops, but there are times, too. 
when it is full only of seaweed. 


Occasionally the baymen come across 


a scallop bed a mile or more square. 
Then nearly nil of them make for it 
nt once, and for days their boats with 
dredges out. circle round the place, 
from a distance looking like a flocto of 
sea gulls. When a baymau secures a 
fair load of scallops, one part of his 
day a work is done, and he makes a 
start for home. The earlier a sealloper 
gets home, the sooner his catch is 
opened and packed in boxes for ship-

full of thnt year a schooner from Nor- 
wnlk. Conn., was seen sailing n round 
off New Suffolk. The natives noticed 
she seemed to be dredging for some- 
thing. 
A party of them, beaded by 


Captain George I. Tuthlll, a retired 
whaler, who died a few years ago, 
went out to the schooner and saw she 
was landed with what they thought 
at flrst were clams, but which proved 
to be scallops. The sub-circular, ribbed 
shell of the scallop was new to them. 
The Connecticut schooner's captain 
told the Long Island men that he was 
going to take his cutch baok home and 
sell It there. Scallops had been found 
in Connecticut waters some time pre- 
vious to this Yankee's visit to Peconic 
Bay. 
But he wasn't satisfied to be one 


among many at homo, and so he set out 
on a prospecting voyage, as it were 
finally locating an extensive bed of 
scallops in Peconic Bay, off New Suf- 
folk. Captain Tuthlll and his brother, 
a one-time whaler like himself, some 
days 
later 
rigged 
up a couple of 


dredges such as the Norwalk skipper 
had used. Then they set out scallop- 
rlsbiii!;. They made a fair catch, and. 
as the Yankee sailor bad shown them 
how to open the scallops and take out 
the edible part, they determined to ship 
a box to a commission merchant at 
Fulton Market. The scallops, however, 
failed to make a hit there on their flrst 
appearance, and in a week Captain 
Tutliill was informed by the commis- 
sion merchant that his shipment had 
spoiled. He was advised, though, to 
send some in the shell. He shipped n 
barrel that way. These were sold, and 
there was n call for others. 
In this 


way New Yorkers became acquainted 
with scallops, liked them, and cried for 
more. 


THE RISE OF AX INDUSTRY. 
Thus the business that has become 


an important industry on the east end 
of Long Island had its start. Captain 
Tuthiir* example 
was 
followed by 


other New Suffolk men, and soon doz- 
ens of the inhabitants of that place 
were shipping opened scallops to Ful- 
ton Market as fast as they could get 
them ready. For a long time scallops 
were to be caught only In the part of 
Peconic Bay off New Suffolk. 
Later 


thpy were discovered in other sections 
of the bay, and scalloping became quite 
an Industry all along the bay from 
Rivet-head to Greenport. 
But New 


Suffolk always seems to have held the 
lead In this business. Nowada3-s bay- 
men from many other places come to 
New Suffolk 
every 
fall and winter 


seeking scallops. 


The scallops lie on the sandy bottom 


of the bay. They are migratory and 
seem to shift around like schools of 
fish. 
Sometimes they are found In 


great beds piled up one on top of an 


lops are opened in little shacks called 
scallop shops, built along the beach. 
Each boatman has his own scallop 
shop, and to it he carries his catch at 
the end of the day's scalloping. 
The 


scallops are 
opened 
afternoons and 


evenings so as to be shipped to market 
on the early morning train of the Long 
Island Railroad. 


Opening seallops is an industry par- 


ticipated in by men and women', boys 
and girls. At one side of the scallop 
shop is a long, high table, at which the 
openers stand or sit on high stools. In 
front of each opener is a square hole 
cut in the table. Under this hole is a 
barrel. 
At the right a wooden box 


stands on the table, while at the left is 
a pile of scallops. The opener takes a 
scallop in the left hand, deftly sep- 
arates the shells with a knife held In 
the right, and. quick as a wink, re- 
moves the growth known as the rlra 
around the white, meaty, eatable part. 
This latter is flipped into the wooden 
box at the opener's right. The shells 
are dropped through the hole in the 
table into the barrel. 
Many of the 


openers are so expert that they keep a 
steady stream of scallops flying into 
the box. A bushel or a bushel and a 
half of seallops in the shell yield a gal- 
ion when opened. 
Openers are paid 


twenty cents a gallon for their work 
When scallops are plentiful they do a 
rushing business. The girls and wom- 
en often make the best openers, and 
their earnings frequently are quite 
large. 
One married woman at New 


Suffolk last winter made $3 a day, and 
she quit work long enough every day to 
go home and prepare her husband's 
meals. On Long Island farmers' wives 
and daughters Join the openers in the 
winter, when there is nothing to be 
done in the agricultural line. 
They 


are glad of the opportunity to ehrn pin 
money, and the baymen In the winter, 
when scallops are usually the most 
plentiful, are delighted to 
the openers to be had. 


Sir 4Ifred Harmsworth 


on Futnre Newspapers 


Be Pitlfots SpcUiied Jtmub, One 


Devoted to Sport, One to Religion, 


Oie to Politics and Illustrat- 


ed More or Loss. 


"It is very probable tbat tbe dally 


press of the future will be highly 
specialized, so much so that we may 
anticipate one daily devoted entirely 
to politics, another to sport, another to 
religious matters, another entirely de- 
voted to literature, and so on," said Sir 
Alfred Harmswortb, in the course of 
an interview granted to the World's 
staff correspondent in London. "Then 
the' man who reads will be able to take 
any one or all of them, as be pleases. 
Of course, we 
already 
have 
daily 


papers entirely devoted to sport, and it 
will be found that there is equally good 
public for papers devoted exclusively 
to some one other subject. In London, 
for instance, there are several dally 
papers trying to cover the 
whole 


ground, A'ery much like one another in 
their supply of news, and not a few of 
them losing a great deal of money. Iu 
time to come this will give place to 
specialization iu the directions which 
I have mentioned. 


"I do not see any objection to daily 


newspapers, like the Times here, run' 
nlng large lending libraries. Perhaps 
in the distant future the newspaper 
will supply the public not only with 
news, but with everything else that 
it wants." 


Twelve 
months 
ago 
Sir 
Alfred 


Harmswortb, the multi-millionaire of 
English Journalism, contributed an ar- 
ticle in the World on "How to Achieve 
Business Success." 
He then owned 


thirty-three publications. 
Since then 


they have nearly doubled in number. 
During this twelve months also the 
English public has been rather startled 
to find that In addition to starting 
many fresh publications of the popular 
kind with which his name is associated, 
he has turned his attention to old- 
established papers, some of them pos- 
sessing more prestige than circulation. 


Latterly it has been rumored—and 


some definite statements have been 
made to that effect in New York and 
In London—that Sir Alfred Harms- 
worth has been completing anymge- 


other several tiers deep. The Imyrnen 
catch them with a dredge made of n 
largo strong net with a five-foot iron 
pinto nt Its mouth.

the FciilIon tleet sets sail at daylight. 
Each boat usually lias two men. The 
bouts all make for spots where it is 
known scallops ure to be found. Hav- 
ing arrived at the scallop bed, dredges 
are thrown out, three on a side. The 
dredges sink to the bottom of the buy, 
where the scallops cling. As the boat 
sails slowly along, pulling the dredges 
nfter it, the scallops are scooped into 
the nets. 
Prettv soon dredges arc J the Channel Islands. 


secure all 


Scallop opening 
is never allowed to become dull work, 
for in every shop visits of musical na- 
tives are encouraged, with the result 
thnt banjo, guitar and violin concerts 
are common, especially on dreary win- 
ter nights.

stove has a glowing fire, and all hands 
slug lustily. 


COST OF THE SHELLFISH. 


Not a few of the Long Island bay men 


have become quite comfortable catch- 
ing scallops. The prices they got at 
the market 
for thoir 
catches vary 


greatly. 
Sometimes when there is a 


big supply they receive ns low us fifty 
cents a gallon. The price now. $4 to 
$4.50, la unusually high, but scallops 
arc very scarce. 
From $1 to $2 is a 


fair average price. 
Out of this the 


scallopcr must pay for opening and 
shipping bis catch, as well as a com- 
mission to the merchant who handles 
the scallops in the market. 


Early winter is usually the busiest 


period of the scallop season. 
Then 


many Long Island baymcu have been 
known to clear, for a time, as high as 
$50 to $100 a day. One man out of his 
earnings last year bought n boat for 
$1800. He and others who were equal- 
ly successful had to work early and 
late. But the Peeonle Bay seal'lopers 
are pretty husky chaps, and they hnve 
no inclination to avoid strenuous labor. 
In very rough weather the during and 
clever seamen among them get a good 
chance to reap a harvest, for then the 
timid souls stay ashore. As n result, 
the baymen who venture out Imvo a 
monopoly of scalloping for the time be- 
ing, and they are able to make larger 
shipments to market than usual. 


There seems to be a steady demand 


for Peconic Bay scallops. 
Although 


comparatively few restaurant patrons 
know Just what they are and where 
they come from, this Ignorance does 
not make them relish the dainty shell- 
fish any the less. Ordinarily, scallops 
are served fried, with a slice or two

"They are absolutely untrue. I have 


not the slightest Intention of building 
up any establishment in the States. 
I have arranged for the publication of 
the 'Self-Educator'

because a 


spontaneous demand arose for it. That 
is all. If I were foolish enough to 
think of catering to the American 
public I should hare just as much 
chance as an American would have In 
catering to the English public if be- 
came over to London. I shall be glad 
If you will give the statement that I 
Intend to try my hand In the American 
periodical market the most absolute 
contradiction. 


"Nor have I any Intention of devel- 


oping a Sunday newspaper on the lines 
of the Sunday editions of the l>fg New 
York dallies. There never will be any 
demand for such a paper iu London. 
There is a great difference in the re- 
quirements of the British and Amer- 
ican public, and the journalistic sup- 
ply runs on different lines altogether. 
The British public is accustomed to 
getting all it wnnts in the way of 
stories and Illustrations in our weekly 
periodicals, for which there Is prac- 
tically no equivalent in the States. 
Consequently the Sunday editions of 
tbe big American dailies supply this 
want by delivering a composite pub- 
lication, Including humorous pictures, 
made up In sections. 


"With regard to Illustrations, my 


experience of the daily newspaper is 
that it should either 
be fully illus- 


trated or not Illustrated at all. Conse- 
quently the Dally Mail is reducing its 
illustrations to the vanishing point, 
while we are increasing their number 
in tbe Daily Mirror. The public de-. 
tnand is that the newspaper shall be 
one thing or the other. The same thing 
applies in the States. That there is a 
large public growing up which prefers 
solid reading matter to a combination 
of letter-press 
and 
illustrations Is 


shown by the growing number of 'all-

A cough waa intended by nature at 


a means of removing some offending 
substance from the air-passages, and 
'as such it is of the greatest protection. 
If tbe irritation of the mucuous mem-

If a cough were occasioned only in 


this way it would be a most useful 
measure, and there would be no more 
need for cough mixtures than for rem- 
edies to arrest breathing. But the hu- 
man machine sometimes gets' out of 
order, like any other mechanism. The 
wires get crossed, and a message sent 
from some distant organ, like the liver, 
for example, may get switched over to 
the nerve-centre which regulates the 
complex series of movements produc- 
ing cough; this centre, receiving a 
stimulus from somewhere, responds as 
if thb message came from the larynx, 
and a cough is established. 
This 


"Jiver-cough" does no good, und the 
sooner it is stopped the better. 


Again, the mucous membrane of 


some portion of the air-tubes, instead 
of secreting too freely, may become 
dry. The nerve-centre is warned me- 
chanically that there Is something ir- 
ritating the larynx or bronchial tubes, 
and it starts a cough to get rid of it. 
This cough, too, is useless, and worse 
than useless, for It serves only to irri- 
tate still more the inflamed mucous 
mem bra ne. 


Cough may also be excited by abnor- 


mal conditions' in the nose, ears or 
gullet, or may occur us u symptom of 
disease of the heart, kidneys or ner- 
vous system. 
In such cases, it is the 


endeavor of the physician to arrest the 
cough by discovery and removal of the 
cause, if possible, or if this cannot be 
done, by the administration of cough 
remedies. 


In cough due to dryness of the mu- 


cous membrane of the air-tubes, tbe 
remedies employed are those that will 
promote a flow of mucous to moisten 
the offending port. 
This can some- 


times be accomplished without medi- 
cine, by inhalation of the vapor rising 
from n pitcher of hot water to which 
a tcnspoonfnl of benzoin has been add- 
ed. 
Until the cause of a cough is 


Known the use of powerful cough med- 
icines, most of which contain paregoric 
or opium li» some form, is most inad- 
visable.—Youth's Companion.

Although It is tbe function of the 


physician to indicate the general na- 
ture of the nourishment to be given 
to his patient, the responsibility for 
the proper feeding of the sick person 
devolves almost entirely on the nurse, 
and on her tact and judgment the suc- 
cess of the treatment will depend. 
Kven when the food is correctly pre- 
pared, much attention to the manner 
of service is requisite in order to uiake 
it tempting to the invalid. 


During illness the things that natur- 


ally stimulate the appetite, such aa 
fresh air and exercise, are entirely 
lacking, so that every possible means 
must be used to render the idea of 
food as agreeable as possible. 
Chief 


among these is the care of the mouth 
and tongue. 
Unless these are kept 


scrupulously clean by the use of cleans- 
Ing lotions, particles of fermenting 
food are retained, and give rise to 
much discomfort. 
This is especially 


true of milk, the administration of 
which should always be followed by a 
cleansing of the tongue with some such 
preparation as a mixture of equal parts 
of glycerin. lemon-Juice and water ap- 
plied with a cotton swab. 


Before bringing in the meal the room 


should have been put iu order as much, 
as possible, the patient's hands and 
face sponged off, and the bedclothes 
and pillows freshly arranged. 
Tbe 


tray Itself should be decked with the 
prettiest china, the whitest and fresh- 
est linen and the brightest silver the 
household boasts. Very small portions 
only should be set before a sick per- 
son, for in this way a greater amount 
is likely to be eaten than if the weak 
appetite is appalled by the sight of 
well-filled plates. 


In giving liquids to persons unnbl* 


to sit up. the head should be raised by 
slipping Hie band under the pillow, 
instead of directly under the head, as 
in this way the position is less con- 
strained and swallowing is easier. The 
conventional sick-feeders with nozzles 
are usually disliked by patients, and. 
in most cases fluids can be taken with- 
out much effort through a bent glass 
tube or from a tumbler only a third 
full. 
Here again the patient should 


not be presented with more than he ia 
likely to drink, as a sick person feels 
n certain satisfaction in completely 
emptying his glass. 


It Is often a difficult question to de» 


cide whether or not to waken a sleep- 
ing patient for food. In most cases it 
is better to wait, but often u sufferer 
may be roused sufficiently to take a 
few swallows, and yet be able to drop 
off again and sleep all the more sound- 
ly for having received the nourishment; 
—Youth's Companion.
